WASHINGTON, Dec, 11—~-By unan- 
imous consent today the House 
agreed to consider on Monday the 
constitutional amendment for na- 
tionwide prohibition, which already, 
hag been passed by the Senate. The. 
judiciary committee today favorably 
reported the amendment. 

As passed by the Senate the reso- 
lution provides that the necessary 
three-fourths of the states must act 
on the amendment within six years 
from the time of its passage in Con- 
gress. The Judiciary Committee ex- 
tended the time to seven years and 
would make the amendment effec- 
tive one year from the time of its 
ratification.
